General Crozier tried and dismissed 
twenty-six members of the Auxiliary 
Force on a charge of looting at Trim. 
The dismissed men were sent back to Ire- 
land from London in circumstances which 
caused General Crozier to believe that 
they had been reinstated “over his head.” 
In this conviction he tendered his resig- 
nation. The Chief Secretary's statement 
yesterday throws new light on the affair 
and will go far to reassure the public 
mind. He explained that the men had 
not been reinstated, but had been sent 
back to Ireland for full and formal inquiry 
into the charge on which their command- 
ing officer had dismissed them. It 
appears that, while General Tudor 
ordered a suspension of the dis- 
missals on the 14th February, Sir 
Hamar Greenwood knew nothing con- 
cerning the Trim affair or its grave sequel 
until the 22nd February. Sir Hamar 
pleads, quite reasonably, the difficulty of 
‘communications in these disordered times 
and the special character of the Auxiliary 
Police, who were organised hastily as a 
mobile force. In this dreadful warfare in 
Ireland, no doubt, the clockwork methods 
of the British Army in France are an 
unattainable ideal. Nevertheless, such mis- 
understandings as were admitted yesterday 
must not be allowed to recur, and, if 
reorganisation is necessary, it ought to be 
undertaken without delay. 

The “ Tudor-Crozier ” incident has Served 
& good and a bad purpose. It has shown 
that a system which permits a serious 
misunderstanding between two distin- 
guished officers, equally zealous, as” we 
believe, for the honour of their Force, has 
faults which ought to be amended. It 
has enabled the Chief Secretary to con- 
vince all impartial men that the Executive 
is resolved’ to enforce strict. discipline in 
the ranks of the new police, from whom the 
nature of their service requires an un- 


common measure of restraint and self- | 


control. To deny that at Cork, Trim, and 


other places discipline has failed and self- 


as a body is dishonest and unjust. The

Ireland. The truth is that those forces 
are to-day the last barrier against ruin 
and anarchy in this unhappy country. It 
is through no desire of their own that 
British soldiers are engaged in a task of 
peculiar difficulty and danger on Irish 
soil.

Rampant Robbery. 


Pilfering is rife at British Pogts and 
on British railways, but there is room 
to hope that the measures adopted by the: 
authorities to combat it will succeed. 
America and on the Continent the authori- 
ties seem to have lost control of the 
Situation. A despatch from New York 
says that the depredations of robbers at‘ 
the docks have become so extensive that 
the insurance companies have refused to 
issue policies against theft. Apparently 
the thieves are highly organised, and there 
is evidence that their ranks include steam- 
ship companies’ employés, Government 
officials, and members of the police force. 
At one pier it was found that a huge 
slab of concrete had been removed. During

In spite of a reasoned 
protest by Sir Henry Craik, the Speaker 
aihered to his ruling that Parliament is 
not concerned with the exercise by sub- 
ordinate Parliaments-of functions legiti- 
mately coming within the powers which 
had’ been transferred to them. Captain 
Redmond then asked leave to make his 
postponed . motion for the adjournment, 
and this was formally granted, though 
there ‘were some cries of “No” when the 
Speaker put the question. 

Considering all the preliminary publicity, 
the debate on Captain Redmond s motion 
was rather disappointing. The mover was 
singularly moderate in his tone, and really 
did very little more than read out a state- 
ment prepared by General Orozier, and 
add to it the suggestion that General 
Tudor’s alleged change of mind over the 
dismissal of the cadets was due to political 
motives. The motion was seconded, in an 
even less effective speech, by Mr. New- 
bould. He had the negative merit, how- 
ever, of bringing the Chief Secretary to 
his feet with an indignant denial of the 
suggestion that General Tudor consulted 
him as to the political consequences of his 
action towards the accused cadets. 

The Chief Secretary’s reply was far more 
effective than some of his recent speeches, 
and agreeably surprised, I think, many of 
his supporters. He told a much clearer 
story than he was able to give last week, 
and exploded the notion that there was any 
condonation of looting on the part either 
of himself or of General Tudor. Moreover, 


General Crozier’s examinaticn of the 
cadets at Trim, and showed that there 
had been no proper inquiry into their eon- 
duct until that which was now in progress. 

There was great indignation among the 
Coalition when Mr. Asquith proceeded to 
reaiirm the proposition that the cadets, 
who had been properly punished, had been 
reinstated, at their offence condoned by 
superior authority. He was much inter- 
rapted, and Mr, Whitley, who was in the 
chair owing to the unavoidable absence of 
the Speaker, had more than once to inter- 
vene to gain him a hearing. 

The Prime Minister was away, and the 
case for the Government was clinched bv 
Mr. Bonar Law. He dealt severely with 
Mr. Asquith, who, he thought, had pre- 
pared his speech before he had listened to 
the Chief Secretary. The Opposition’s 
whole case, he maintained, had been blown 
to pieces. They were making the greatest 
mistake if they thought that they would 
get peace in Ireland by conveying the im- 
pression that this country would ever sur- 
render to crime. In the end Captain Red- 
mond's motion was defeated by a large

Mr. Shortt states in “ Hansard ” to-day 
that documents seized in Dub'in show 
definitely that incendiary fires in England 
are planned under instructions from the 
Sinn Fein headquarters in Dublin, and it 
is believed that the recent fires in Lanca- 
shire were part of the plot thus disclosed.

Mount Jerome is mainly a Protestant 
cemetery, Glasnevin Roman Catholic, and Dean's 
Grange is used by both denominations. Dean's 
Grange conceded the 10s., puading a set tle- 
ment of the whole question. An arbitration 
meeting was held in the office of the Ministry 
of Labour, under the Chairmanship of the Lord 
Mayor, and an award resulting from it was 
issued on January 26th, raising the wage o 
the gravedigger from £2 12s. 6d. to £2 16«. 6d. 
The award has been accepted by the Dean's 
Grange and Mount Jerome Cemeteries and the 
Union. The Dublin (Glasnevin) Cemeteries
